The favourable Bank Returns, and the comparative 
fineness of the weather, continued to influence the Funds 
‘to-day, a further advance of one-eighth having been 


established. 

In this market Consols improved in the same degree; 
but New Threes fell back to Saturday’s rates, the busi- 
ness done being inconsiderable. 

Bank of Ireland Stock realised last value; and Royals, 
which had been rather heavy for some days, gave way 
one quarter. Nationals were in strong request, a large 
advance of price being demanded.

The Conservatives have 
no right to enter upon such an engagement. No 
gentleman among them could, for the sake of being 
Lord Mayor, consent to surrender the rights of any 
of his fellow-citizens. Admission to the freedom by 
right of birth has been conceded year after year by 
Lords Mayor of different shades of politics. The 
descendants of all “freemen” have a _ vested 
right in that franchise, and no independent 
man could barter that right away for the 
pleasure of wearing a scarlet toga and a gold 
chain for twelve months. To ask for an engagement 
of this deeription is to bind a judge only to decide 
exactly as his immediate predecessor decided, with- 
out reference to the multitude of decisions given by 
all other — It is to crooken the rule by which 
you are to measure straight surfaces, and it would 
appear just as illegal for a candidate to engage to 
follow his predecessor's decision, adverse to an ancient 
right, in order to gain office, as for an aspirant to 
the Bench to engage to decide a particular class of 
cases according to one precedent, neglecting all 
others. 

Mr. Martin clearly showed the unfairness of the 
resolutions proposed, both by Alderman Reynolds 
and Mr. D'Arcy. They desire to throw the onus of 
proving aright which has not hitherto been dis- 
puted upon the future claimant;—a proceeding 
which would be fair, if the claim were a novel one. 

As they are the innovators, the onus probandi clearly 
lies with them, and the fair course would be to admit 


all claimants, by right of birth, until the extreme 
party prove legally that the claim isgnfounded. A 
claimant, too, would labour under a peculiar disad- 
vantage, if Alderman Reynolds’ resolution were 
carried out. Considering the manner in which 
the judicial bench is now filled, it is not likely 
that, on a case being laid before it, the Court of 
Appeal would be equally divided, and in that 
case the decision of the Lord Mayor would be 
confirmed. 


The Mayoralty of the city of Dublin is a fair and 
honourable object of ambition,!ifit be gained by fair 
and honourable means. If the energetic merchent, 
who has expanded the commercial resources of 
Dublin—if the public man, who has adorned his 
native city, or befriended her charities munificently 
—if the independent gentleman, who scorns pledges 
imposed by a hostile party, and adheres to the rule 
of law and the practice of antiquity—if these be 
elected, then the mayoralty is bonourable, but not 
else. It is the man makes the office respectable— 
not the office the man. Better that the Mayoralty 
should he thrown to whoever may think proper to 
accept it than that both it and the Conservative 
who bore it should be debased by a stipulation to 
forfeit a common right and to violate all principle. 


Tux picturesque grounds of Lord Palmerston on the 
hills above the Dodder were yesterday, and will be 
to-day, the battle-field of an exciting contest. So 
much has the game of cricket been of late years cul- 
tivated amongst our youth that they have ven- 
tured to challenge the famous “ Eleven” of England. 
To be vanquished by such foes is no dishonour. No 
numbers, however great, can compete successfully 
with such veteran hands, trained to each other's 
play, and whose every strokeis astudy. The Irish will 
learn much from their antagonists: much they could 
not otherwise learn. The play of the “ Eleven” was 
in some respects perfectly wonderful. No one can 
imagine what can be effected by a scientific manage- 
ment of the bat. As both sides warmed to the contest 
the scene became intensely exciting. The play of many 
of the Irishmen was exceedingly good, and evidently 
put the Eleven upon their mettle. The weather 
was all that could be desired, and the only draw- 
back to the day's enjoyment arose from the absence 
of any seats for the feminine portion of the audience 
—a neglect not very creditable to Irish gallantry. 

This friendly contest will do much to encourage 
the pursuit of cricket amongst us. In a few years it 
will no longer be the great English game. Almost 
every school now has its cricket club, and it is with 
sincere pleasure we record the “score” of young 
aspirants. It is an exhilarating and manly game, tend- 
ing to encourage that muscular development which 
until lately has been too much neglected. It is a 
fact noticed, not merely in the English Universities, 
but in our own, that the most successful in literary 
contests are not the pale, cloistered, worn-out 
students, but those who have sought in healthful 
exercise, under the free air, that renovation which 
nature demands for the mind as well as the body. 
Cricket, moreover, brings men together, clanships 
are formed, and by these societies are ruled. ‘Too 
little attention is paid to the encouragement of friend- 
ships among the young. They are thrown into col- 
leges, and cast adrift upon whatever society they 
may find.

The Times on the Modern Impunity of the Crime 
of Murder 


From the earliest ages of society the belief has pre. 
vailed that murder could never be hidden. The fearful 
nature of the crime was always presumed to remove it 
from the ordinary of offences. Against this 
terrible wickedness was “ „ revenge,” especially de- 
nounced, and not denounced in vain. Other crimes 
sight remain undetected or unconfessed, but when 
murder | been done some mysterious agency was 
— uo be at work, which, sooner or later, would 

ng the guilt to light. It was held, indeed, formerly 
that even the laws of nature were suspended. The birds 
of the air, the lea ves of the forest, and the dumb animals 
of the field could talk of the matter. The stain of man’s 
blood could never be effaced. It cried from the ground 
against the murderer till retribution overtook him, and 
even when all these signs and portents had proved 
unavailing, there was a last resource which could never 
fail. An irresitable impulse turned the murderer against 
himself. The consciousness of guilt, either embodied in 
the een of his victim or presented in some 
dreadful form, beset him night — aor w at length, 
in despair and exhaustion, he himself to 
justice, or otherwise paid the solemn forfeit of life for 
life. Such were the convictions entertained every- 
where and by all people upon this subject. The — 
verb said “ Murder will out,” and proverb speaks the lan- 
guage of truth as learnt from the lessons of experience, 

Sorry should we be to part from a belief so natural 
and só wholesome as that we have described, but we 
must needs say that of late the crime of murder has not 
been so invariably followed by detection as the ancient 
maxim presumes. We are not speaking of the cases of 
alleged poisoning, in which it has been feared that death 
was inflicted with elaborate artifice and consequent im- 
punity. In those cases there is always a possibility of 
original misconception. Perhaps there was no murder 
at all; at any rate, it has not been proved to the satis- 
faction of a jury that the sanctuary of life was really 
violated, and therefore, whatever may be the weight of 
suspicion, there is no solid ground to build upon. Very 
different, however, is the aspect of the case in ex mples 
which have been recently presented, There it is certain 
there was murder—imarder of the most foul and bar- 
barous kind, and yet the criminals remain undetected 
up tothis very hour. It is positively certain that the 
unfortunate widow at Stepney did not beat out her own 
brains, and that the poor little child at Road did not cut 
its own throat. We may even say that, on the face of 
things, it appears as if these crimes ought both to have 
admitted of discovery with more than ordinary ease ; 
whereas both remain shrouded in darkness still. 

The murder at Stepney was committed, in one respect, 
under circumstances undoubtedly favourable to the 
escape of the assassin. So secluded and unsocial were 
the habits of the victim that it was not until the fourth 
day after her death that the fact became known. That, 
at least, appears to be the necessary inference from 
the evidence obtained. Mrs. Emsley was seen alive at 
the window of her own house, about 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing of Monday, the 13th of August. She was thus seen 
by two witnesses, both of whom lived exactly opposite her 
house. She was never seen alive afterwards, nor could 
any access be obtained to her dwelling, though many at- 
tempts were made, from which facts, as wellas from the 
state in which the corpse was found, it is reasonable to 
conclude that such an interval elapsed between the 
deed and its discovery. Excepting, however, for this 
one circumstance, all the chances of the case would 
seem to tell against the murderer. The house stood in 
a populous and busy thoroughfare, where the deceased 
was well known, and it abutted, besides, on one of the 
principal arteries of London. Nothing, indeed, could 
be move marked than the publicity of the situation. 
The deed, again, was committed, in all probability, 
before dark, for it was particularly noticed that the 
shutters of the front parlour, which the deceased used 
to close about dusk, were not closed on the fatal even- 
ing—a fact plainly suggesting that her life was taken 
be ore the hour of closing. That time—the period 
between 7 o’clock and dusk, in the month of August, 
is precisely the time when a street like Grove-road 
would be most full of people, looking about them, loiter- 
ing on the pavement, or standing at their own doors for 
the coolness of the air. It seems clear, indeed, from an 
accumulation of circumstances, that this must have 
been the hour at which the murder was done, for 
the deceased was found lying in the top room of 
the house, and fully dressed, whereas her bedroom 
was on the first floor, so that she had not retired 
to rest. The doors, too, were found unlocked, and 
merely on the latch, showing that no violence had 
been employed to effect an entry. The obvious 
conclusion from all this is, that the murderer must 
have been admitted to the house before it wasshut up 
for the evening, and at an hour, probably, when the 
unfortunate woman, suspicious as she was, was wil- 
ling to do business. Assuming, too, that these inte- 
rences are correct, the last day’s inquest brought a 
fact to light of an extraordinary character, A witness 
living nearly opposite deposed that on the Tuesday 
morning she saw the window of the top front room 
opened, “I mean,” she added, “I saw it moved bya 
hand.” This would prove either that the murderer 
was in the house all sight, or that he returned in the 
morning and deliberately, for some pur of his own, 
opened the window of the room in which his victim 
lay. And all this occurs in a neighbourhood so popu- 
lous and so observant, that we are told when the poor 
woman was last seen, and how her house looked, and 
who came to knock at her door hour after hour, and 
day by day ! 

Of the Road murder we can only say that for iniquity 
and mystery it is without a pasallel. In that case none 
of the common incentives to the crime could have 
existed. The poor little victim had no property to be 
carried off, and could have created no enemies. It 
seems, indeed, as if he must have been seized in his 
sleep, and put out of the world before he could wake to 
consciousness. If, however, it is truly alleged that the 
house was not forcibly entered from the outside on the 
night of the murder, the conclusion becomes inevitable 
that some person under that roof was concerned in the 
deed. How strongly these persuasions are entertained 
will have been seen from a memorial which we recently 
published, and which prays the Home Secretary to grant 
a special commission for investigating a crime so 
strangely concealed. The memorialists rest upon the 
fact that the area of search is manifestly circumscribed, 
and urge that, as the criminal or an accomplice must be 
found among certain specified 8, the law ought to 
effect the discovery by extraordinary, if not by ordinary 
means. It is certainly an incredible thing that a child 
should have been taken from its own cot under its 
parents’ roof, and out of a room in which its nurse was 
sleeping, carried down stairs into the garden, and there 
murdered, without a clue being left to the perpetrator 
of the crime. 

That, however, is the present aspect of these two 
cases, The inquiry into the Road murder has been, we 
believe, utterly fruitiess ; the Stepney inquest has been 
suspended by the coroner, as altogether without pro- 
mise for the present. The adjournment was even sine 
die, simply, as the coroner remarked, because there was 
no such evidence in his possession as would justify him 
in fixing a time for resuming the investigation. We 
cannot but regard these examples us exceedingly die- 
couraging, and we hardly know, indeed, what interpret- 
ation to put upon them. Are murderers more subtle 
than formerly, or the officers of justice less acute ? 
What are the conditions which are turning the balance 
of chances in favour of the criminal? To these ques- 
tions we see no obvious reply ; but it ly concerns 
the interests of society and the character of the nation, 
that murder should be deprived of that impunity 
which it seems beginning to enjoy.

THE FRENCH NAVY. 

The last words of the Secretary of the Admiralty to 
the House of Commons before the prorogation were 
“that the French are building ten iron-cased ships, while 
we are only Duil ling four iron-cased trigates. We 
trust that when Parliament meets again his lordship 
may be able to announce that, at the very least, our 
armour-plated vessels equal those of France in number. 
Of our four which it appears are building, only two, 
however, are yet known to public fame—the Warrior 
and the Mars. But the former, though now well ad- 
vanced, is yet far from being ready for launching, while 
the Mars is still lee 

In noticing in last week’s Gazette the successful 
lauaci of the Pallas a Lorient on the Saturday previous, 
as the third of the /regates blindees which France has 
Already alloat, we drew such Consolation as we could, 
considering this fact, that France is thus again a-head of 
us, by rellecuuog upon the important experiments which 
hu ve recently taken place at Portsmouth,and are still going 
on, for the pur pos vi ascertalning whether the torce of 
projectiles cant be overcome, not us hitherto attempted, 
by positive resistance and the mere strength of a ship's 
sides, but by diverting their force by means of obliqueiy- 
placed metal suriaces. We may hope that the vessels we 
do build will now be invulnerable. Enough has already 
been done to show that the inventor has got hold of a right 
principlein his “ angulated armour-cased sides tor ships 
of wu.” the superiority of which over the wali-sided 
plates vi ie Trusty and Warrior has been already de- 
monstrate., and we ought thoroughly to test aad apply 
the principle by every means in our power. But let us 
not be too sure when we have done so that the French 
will be lat behind us, The following paragraph, taken 
from (falignani, appeared in the Times of February, 
14, 1859. 

“ The intended transformation of the steam line-of- 
battle ship Jemmappes into a floating battery is the 
commgncement vl a pew and important application of 
the system of floating batteries. The French Govern- 
‘ment has it in conte platton to fit out several of these 
steam iortresses, destined for the defence of the 
different naval ports, which they will shelter from all 
aggression. hese enormous uaval coastructions will 

be, like the floating batteries which were used with 
such formidabie effect against the fore ot Kiabarn, co- 
vered With a sheathing of wrought iron. Iustead, how- 
ever, of being like those batteries, wall sided, a form 
which allows the new cylindro-conical ball thrown by 
the formidable Paixban and Armstrong guns to pene- 
trate the iron and to explode in the side of the vessel 
causing thereby enormous damage, the new floating 
forts will have their sides built in a carve, and fluted 
at intervals, so that the shot will not one time in twenty 
strike on a flat surface, and will, consequently, fly off 
without doiou any injury.”

We resume our quotation from Galignani ;— 

“These floating citadels, mounted with guns of the 
largest calibre, and manouvring under steam at the 
entrance of a port or roadsted, will, when two or three 
are together, keep off the whole of an enemy’s squadron 
and protect the arsenals and towns from the reach of 
any projectile. They will, moreover, render powerless 
the fortifications which command certain important 
maritime straits. Two of those vessels, placed on the 
coast of Ceuta, would completely paralyse the guns of 
Gibraltar, and would be masters of the pillars of 
Hercules.“ 

We need add nothing to that. 

There is still another lesson we may profitably learn 
from what France is about, in the head ofan aide 
mémoire, derived from the names she has given to her 
first three iron-cased vessels. We fear the lesson may 
be wanted, when we remember the Emperor’s letter to 
Count Persigny, and his Excellency's recent speech. 
Some excellent moral lessons, and no end of “ wisdom 
of the ancients,” have been extracted from mythological 
fables ; and whatever they may have signified originally, 
the lessons have,been worth thelearning. The success, 
too, of iadustrions critics, of Shakspeare as well as of 
the Bibie, in importing new meanings of great signifi- 
cance into passages never intended to bear such construc- 
tions, enconrages us to indulge this family this fancy, 
not idly, but for a useful end. When we are informed 
that pas in bello and bellum in pace mean just the same 
thing, andthat although the Emperor never intended 
to abolish war—of which, we believe, he was never sus- 
pected—yet the military réle of France in Europe is 
now at an end, we may be apt to forget the existence 
of Brest, of Toulon, and of Cherbourg. 

When we read therefore in future of La Gloire, it 
should keep us in mind that Glory is the great goddess 
across the Channel; that France is ever ready to go 
where Glory waits her, to make war merely “ for an 
idea,” and that an idea may mean, when the truth is 
known, a tract of your neighbour's territory, described 
as “ provinces essentially French.” 

The name of Pallas is also appropriate to the second 
of these French armour-coated vessels. Pallas was the 
offspring of Jupiter’s own brain, brought into existence 
with the aid ot Vulcan. Would that England, too, had 
a Jupiter to devise many such a Pallas for us, and give 
employment to many a Vulcan. Pallas was also the 
goddess of wisdom and arms; and in sober truth it is 
impossible to deny either the politic wisdom or skill in 
war of the real author of the Pallas of France.

It may be applicable to every man-of-war; but still we 
may suppose it signifles— We mean to fight, and think it 
not unapt. Mars sounds well too, being the god of war; 
but when we recollect that his chariot was drawn by two 
turious horses, Terror and Flight, and that he is com- 
monly represented as an old naked man, we can only 
regret to be reminded of recent panics, that old Euglaud's 
shores are unprotected, her capital not free from anxiety, 
and her chief arsenal actually on the move to Cannock 
Chase.— Army aud Navy Gazette. 


THE SESSION OF 1860, 

The first Tuesday and Ihursday in February is the 
day usually reckoned on by noble lords and honourable 
me:nbers as that on which their senatorial labours for 
the year are to commence. Six weeks of post-Christ- 
mas festivities, of balls, and country “ at homes,” of 
hunting, and of shooting, have thus been allowed them ; 
they can have witnessed the Bals Masques at Paris, the 
Carnival at Rome, and made a respectable sportsman's 
bag on the mountains of Albania, if they will. Pro- 
vided the early part of February sees them at St. Ste- 
phen’s, their constituents care not what they may have 
done since the August previous—and in some cases a 
large portion of the public would just as soon they ne- 
ver came home at all. Our really conscientious M. P., 
however, thinks his duty to his country” calls for his 
presence in fog, smoke, and east wind, in dreary Lon- 
don, in drearier February ; so he lays aside his pink 
and tops, his gun and his yacht, his chibougue or his 
chapeau @ la brigand, and betakes himself, sternly and 
patriotically, to midnight sittings, long speeches, blue- 
books, and select committees. The enjoyment of 
these senatorial delicacies commences usually from the 
rd to the 6th February. This year, however, that 
new broom,a Whig Ministry—the better to carry out 
its proverbial use—swept clean away the last ten days 
of our M.P.’s holidays, and commenced work on 24th 
January. The object of this early meeting, we 
were assured, was twofold,—first, to clear off the 
arrears of business left by the late Government ! 


next, to bring forward early and in detail the 
superior measures of the preseut Government ! 
Lord Derby’s Administration, be it observed, 
had during their one year of office brought 


forward and passed into law twelve measures of first- 
class importance, thirty-five of inferior note, and intro- 
duced during their second session several others which 
the factious combination and virulent hostility of the 
present Ministers prevented becoming law. 

If the Ministerial programme of the 24th January 
last was ample in its quantity, it was neither novel nor 
sclect in its character. Stale, antiquated, measures kept 
tll they were mouldy ; indifferent réchauffées of 
others, unpalatable when whole; and several Par- 
liamentary pieces de resistance long since pronounced 


uofit for national consumption — such was the 
weneral character of the Ministerial “carte du 
jour, twenty-four Janvier,” as our Gallic allies 
would phrase it. And here we may remark 


that the continual effort to propitiate at our own cost 
these same allies has been in a great measure the cause 
of that unprecedented waste of time, of patience, and of 
reputation which this session has pro luced. Ere Par- 
lament had sat fer many nights, rumour was strong 
that the cheval de bataille of the session was to 
be a commercial treaty with France—a treaty 
founded on the most unreciprocal and one-sided 
principles. We were assured, however, by Minis- 
terial lips and Ministerial papers that such rumours 
were groundless—nay, malicious weak devices of the 
Derbyites ; in short, we had bat to wait a few days 
until a sore throat should leave at liberty the voice 
of the charmer Gladstone to charm us never 
so wisely into treaties and fresh taxes! lu this the 
Premier spoke but truth. The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer did charm the House into a scheme of mone- 
tary legerdemain worthy the genius of a financial 
lioudin. ‘The broad principle upon which this grand 
project is based consists—so tar as Kugland is concerad 
—in the total abolition of Customs duties oa French ar- 
ticles ; so far as France is concerned, in a uniform mi- 
nimum ad-valorem duty on English articles. Be it 
observed }we abolish duties on French goods; France 
abolishes none on ours. ‘The rate fixed by her is that 
which best consorts with the state of her own exche- 
quer—it matters not the effect it may have on ours. 
buch, in brief, was the principle of the great Commer- 
cial Treaty of 1860. It gave to France a control over 
our kxchequer—it gave to us none in return; it bound 
us to admit her goods free at once—it bound her to 
admit ours at an advalorem duty (higher in some 
cases than at present) and at a future period. It gave 
w her coal, iron, and machinery—all the muniments 
of war—free; it bound us not to place on 
them a prohibition, though arming her against us 
to the teeth In fine, it was a measure to 
court France at the cost of England, to propitiate 
a friend against whom we armed as a _ foe, 
and to lighten the taxes of a foreign nation by trebling 
those of our own, The characteristic feature of the 
whole scheme was the consistent inconsistency which 
stamped it as of Mr. Gladstone's parentage. Years 
since he declared himself the opponent of Maynooth, re- 
signed office when the endowment of it was proposed 
by his colleagues, and voted for it out of office. He de- 
ciared himself op to war—he brought the whole 
astern world into it; he declared it should be defrayed 
out of the yearly revenue—his first act was a loan of ten 
millions; he declared himself zealous in the war—he was 
the first to abandon and vote against it, For six years 
past he has announced as binding and irrevocable the 
extinction of the income-tax in 1860—in 1860 he has 
trebled it. Two years ago he expelled trom office his 
present ues for succumbing to France, with 
them he has truckled tenfold to her now, Three years 
ago he denounced them for the Chinese war, and called 
ita crime against Heaven—this year he has borrowed 
millions for that war, and called it righteous retribution, 
hight years ago he drove from office a Ministry who 
proposed to double a tax affecting but ten-pound 


a tax affecting every owner of a shilling, He 
was the advocate of cheap tea, sugar, and 
beer—he has raised the price of all these, He 
was the advocate of economy and retrench- 
ment—his budget by twenty millions exceeds his pre- 
decessor’s. He was the advocate of peace and 

ment—war abroad and defences at home are his costliest 
items. He is the advoeate of High-Churchism border- 
ing on Popery—his colleagues of Low-Churchism 
berdering on Dissent, He is the representative of 
aristocratic and Tory Oxtord—he is the spokesman of 
democratic and radical Manchester. He is for the union 
of Church and State—he consorts with those who would 


abolish the one and revolutionise the other. 
A ve glance may be interesting to ovr 
. a warning to the nation. We were he oh

The 
Irish Landlord and Tenant Bill slipped through, princi- 
pally beeause it can do neither much good nor harm 
and everybody was sick of ite very name. 
Zealand Bill wae withdrawn at the last moment, cou 
trary to the express pledge of the Government thirty- 
six hours „ because so obnoxious was it in 
character that, although with a packed house of their 
own supporters, ministers were afraid to press it on 
against the opposition which it was certain to have 
encountered. 


Such is the advantage of possessing a powerful 
Ministry of all talents. The Session has been a night- 
mare to many,—a waking horrorto many more. Sitting 
appeared of no use. You sat and sat, first in fog and 
smoke, frost and snow. They passed away; still you 
sat. Two months of east wind followed; still you sat. 
Four months of bitter weather, under the misnomer of 
summer, still found you sitting; and the sun which 
used to set at four when you began, had reached its 
climax and gone back to set near six ere you had done, 
Such was the gratifying result of this year’s labour. 
Such the satisfactory result of having a Whig Ministry 
in office. Ask any member of either House with what 
result he has remained seven months and upwards of this 
year in London, and unless he be also a member of this 
powerful administration, he will tell you they were 
amongst thejmost useless of his life. m the oppo- 
sition the Government have derived, not opposition, 
but MS hgainst their own supporters. Such—para- 
doxical as itimay seem—is the literal truth. Had the 
Conservatives but acted as, under similar circumstance, 
the Whigs would have done, the Ministry would long 
since have been forced from their ill-gotten places, 
nefarious a fraud as that by which those places were 
won has not, we believe, its parrallel in the political 
history of England.

Weare proud to look back and say that never, by 
whomsoever led, has the great Conservative party 
stooped to play the game of faction against its Whig 
opponents, nor have its eaders for one moment exhi- 
bited an wnfitting desire to obtain or retain power. 
When they have obtained it, it was by her Majesty's 
command and the national will, When they have re- 
signed it, it has been with honour to themselves and 
regret to the country.—/’ress.

THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 

The sight of European forces in the Syrian waters 
has naturally invited the public mind to the question of 
the advantages involved in the maintenance of the Ot- 
toman Empire; but it is singular to notice the crude 
theories which the opponents of Turkish institutions 
advance concerning that K We are told that 
because massacres have taken place, and misgovern- 
ment has jincidently prevailed, in certain districts of 
Asiatic Türkey, theretore the Mohometan Sovereignty 
ought no longer to be supported by the European 
Powers, This is, ina word, the gist of the whole 
argument that it has placed before the public by anti- 
Turkish journals during the last few weeks. Now, 
apart from the ludicrous non-conformity between the 
nature of ithe accusation and the severity of the judg- 
ment, it dpes not appear to be perceived by the class oí 
writers wie advocate these views that the real tendency 
of the policy they recommend is directly at variance 
with the rfsults which they protess to desire. The Turk- 
ish Goverhment must be considered in two distinct points 
of view 4 Perding ts we regard its European and Asiatic 
dominion, To the west of the Bosphorus, its jurisdiction 
extendsoyer a minority of Mahometans and a majority of 
Christiang; to the east of the Bosphorus, on the other hand, 
it extends over a great majority of Mahometans and a 
very small minority of Christians. It might be pos- 
sible—if All the supporters of the Porte were to hold 
themselves suddenly aloof from that Government—to 
overturn the Turkish dominion in Europe, and to found 
a Christian Government at Constantinople in its place. 
But it would be quite impossible to establish any other 
than a Mahometan Government over the Turkish 
dominion in Asia, and this would be equivalent 
to an impossibility ot overtarning the Turkish do- 
minion itself on that continent. Consequently, the 
result of the policy which is so earnestly recom. 
mended in certain quarters, with the view of re- 
eving the Christians of Asiatic Turkey, would be to 
drive back the Turkieh dominion into its natural fast- 
nesses ip Asia Minor, Mesopotamia, and Syria, and thus 
really to stabilitate its dominion there. There is no 
one who doubts that the blow which the Governments 
hostile to Turkey desire to inflict is aimed, not against 
Asiatic) but against European Turkey. If Great 
Britain chose to leave the hand of Russia free, as she 
is by same recommended to leave it—if Austria were 
pacified’ by a promised sop, if France chose to join in 
the spoil, if Prussia were either awed or propitiated into 
silence+the result would unquesti y be, not that 
the Tugkish dominion would be broken up iu Asia, but 
simply that the Turks would be driven out of Europe. 
It may be alleged, perhaps, that this would be a gain 
to Christendom. Such is not, however, the matter in 
dispute, for vengeance on Turkey is demanded on behalt 
of the Syrian Christians. But the fact is, that the fall 
of the Ottoman rule in Europe would be no appreciable 
gain to Christendom, even on that continent, and it 
would be a great loss to the civil liberty of those Euro- 
pean Christians whom it would technically emancipate 
in point of religion. Indeed, there can be no doubt 
that in Buropean Turkey Christians are more free in 
respect of worship than Protestants are in Catholic 
Austria; and that they are also much more free in 
point of Government than they would be under a Ru 
sian oir Austrian yoke. There would thus be nothing 
for Christianity to gain in Kurope, while there would 
be much for it to lose in Asia, by any disruption of the 
Turkish Empire. The tolerating policy ofthe Porte is 
obviously born of the eritical character of its European 
dominion. Were that dominion lost to it, the Porte 
would probably fall back in Asia upon its ancient sye- 
tem of Government, unfettered by capitulations with 
European Lovers, which would be unable to shake its 
influence aad authority over a Mahowetan people whose 
tanati¢ism they had aroused. 

A Nery brief appeal to statistics will bear out these 


views, The Ottoman empire comprehends, in the 
aggr rate, a population of 35,350,000 of all races, of all 
creeds, and in all conditions of subjection, Of these, 
there are 15,500,000 in Europe, 16,060,000 in Asia, and 
3,800,000 in Alrica. The African subjcots of Turkey 
can hardly be struck out of our computation ; for, 
although the concessions of the Porte to European 
policy, have had their resalt in rendering Egypt, Tunis, 
aud Zripoli practically free, it is quite possible that the 
develépment of a crusade of Christianity against 
Mabometanism would arouse the latent instincts of 
union between all the Mahometan races technically 
comprehended in the Ottoman Empire. Now, if we 
analyse the fifteen millions and a-half of the population 
of European Turkey, we shall find that only 3,800,000 
of them are Mahometans, and that even of these 
Mahometans no more than 1,100,000 are of Turkish 
race, Such is the Mahometan, such the Turkish, 
minority in the European . To turn to the 
Christian majority there, we find that there are 
11,870,000 of the Greek and Armenian Churches; 
while there are Ea. se pt — — ＋.— 
70 Jews. n, if we se i y; 
— ug to Ea find (as ms | have ) that there 
are but 1,100,000 Turks; while there are 7,200,000 
Sclavonians, 4,000,000 Roumains, 1,500,000 Arnauts, 
1,000,000 Greeks, 400,000 Armenians, and 230,000 
‘Tartare. In Europe, therefore, there exists a vast 
jority against the Turks, in point both of religion 
— race, ae mp they have allies in a con- 
siderable body of Sclavonians of own conversion ; 
and, if Turkey ceased to rule all these Christians in 
Europe, her interest in the maintenance of a system of 
towards the Christians in Asia would be 
extinguished. 
But if we turn to Asiatic Turkey, we shall find that

No doubt Frauenstein already begins to dread his 
own workmanship, and to look forward to that inevit 
able fate which approaches with sure step to demolish 
him and his house, He has made a monster 
which no art or skill of which he is master can perma- 
nently con To assemble myriads of people within 
the narrow and stifling limits of manufacturing towns, 
to pamper their bodies with high wages, and fill their 
minds with overweening ideas of their own commanding 
influence and authority, was palpably to prepare and 


raise ap a power nt to all the existing orders of 
society, and | the way to a great and sweeping 
revolution. That end may not be near, but it seems 
sure to come. 


The creation of a huge population, “to be trained up 
in habits of reckless self-indulgence and unrestraint, 
and then left dependent for the support of its improvi- 
dence upon the fluctuations of commerce and of the 
season, was a temptation—almost a defiance—otf Divine 
Providence. One such season as the present might 
shiver the whole fabric to atoms; and what Govern- 
ment is ao strong as to be able to uphold and maintain 

-onetittion of this realm amidst such a commo- 
tiga as ensue? Oertainly. the incessant growth 
and enlargement of the devouring monster, by the mul- 
tiplication without end of mills and factories, to which 
fresh streams of living power are evermore converging, 
must needs, at no distant period, bring a vast and over- 
whelming downfall. 

Whether the ruin be imminent, or may be staved off 
for ten, twenty, or fifty years to come, it seems, accord- 
ing to the present course of forced production, impossible 
to check its advance. And, in the meanwhole, a most 
viciousand depraved race is growing up in the land. 
The manafacturing towns are crowded with brutish, 
sensual, God-defying people, of both sexes, who trample 
deceacy under foot, and long for the opportunity of set. 
tin ail laws, human and Divine, at naught. 

Nor is itin wealthy Briton only that such moral dete- 
riorationis proceeding, by means of promiscuously crow d- 
ing the peasantry into towns and —— The beef-and- 
mut ton manufactories, which, under the auspices oí the 
Incumbered Estates Commission, have been established 
over agreat extent of this country, are tending much to 
a similar state of society. The new lords of the soil, es- 
pecially in the western counties, begin their seignory by 
sweeping away the cabins of the labourers, and driving 
their inhabitants into the adjacent viilages for shelter. 


Twoends are gained by this proceeding. The face of 


the ugly stone walls, surmounted by Scotch coping, with 
which this nodlesse almost uniformly defines its acquisi- 
tions, is preserved unbroken, and in many instances a 
pauper population is quietly transferred to another elec- 
toral division—sometimes to another union—to be a 
burden, at some future time, upon their neighbours. 

Such is commonly the first step of those wonderful 
improvers, who make at the same time a grand name 
for themselves, by raising the nominal currency of 
wages, and employing the poor outcasts, par preference, 
upon their farmsteads. The material condition of the 
labourer, however, is by no means bettered; and the 
moral state of his family is fearfully depressed by such 
a change. All the little comforts and profits derivable 
from the potato garden about his former dwelling, the 
pig, the fowl, the eggs, the donkey cart, perhaps the 
cow, are at once cut off. He must pay a heavy money 
rent, tar exceeding that of his native cabin and garden 
for a bare lodging in a town; and while he works 
a-ficld, his children are too commonly imbibing habits 
of idleness and vice among the streets and lanes of an 
overcrowded population— 

“God made the country and man made the town.” 
Too soon the different effects of the bringing up, in one 
and in the other, are visible. 

It is true, this concentration of the inhabitants of a 
country brings them more immediately under the eye of 
the police; and thus the occurrence of agrarian outrage 
is more rare, and the records of crime are conse- 
quently lighter. But the domestic and personal vir- 
tues which once distinguished our peasantry, are 
also becoming more rare, and an extensive moral 
degeneracy is spreading amongst them. We do 
net say that such is, in all cases the neces- 
sary consequence of a town life; on the contrary, we 
believe that it would help much towards the improve- 
ment of our peasant class if they were generally brough; 
together in amall communities, and encouraged to re- 
spect by being taught to value the decencies of life , 
but it is a different matter when they are packed toge- 
ther in close unhealthy lodgings, like passengers in an 
emigrant ship, obliged to live for ever in a crowd, and 
only able to hold confidential intercourse with the mem- 
bers of their own families out of doors, This is the 
practical effect of turning out the labouring peasantry ot 
Ireland into neighbouring towns and villages in quest 
of a roofto cover them. 

It would be too high a price to pay, even for “ high 
farming,” were it necessary thus to separate the family 
from the field of the parents work, But itis not at 
all necessary; nor to the employer, who knows his 
own interest and uses due vigilance in guarding it, can 
it be profitable or convenient. To the community at 
large it is positively detrimental, and we fear that the 
moral character of the now rising generation will de- 
monstrate that it is equally injurious to the progress 
of civilisation and virtue.—vening Mail. 

STATE PROCESSIONS—THE CONSTA- 
BULARY. 

The following correspondence has taken place be- 
tween the Rev. W. C. Moore, Rector of Carnew, and 
the Constabulary authorities :— 

No. b.—To sik M. BROWNERIGG, INSPEOTOR-GENBRAL 

OF CONSTABULAKY, 
Carnew, 6th August, 1860, 

Sra,—On a former occasion, when I had to complain 
of the conduet of the police at Tinahely, your prede- 
cessor in office, Sir Duncan Mc’Gregor, considered I had 
not acted fairly by him in calling attention, through the 
public press, before I had communicated the matter to 
him, and sought redress at his hands, 

I, therefore, desire to avoid this on the t occa- 
sion, and in the first instance, inform you that the sor- 
geant of police in this town, David Lynch, has more 
than once refused to interfere and prevent a Roman 
Catholic band playing through the streets and gathering 
a large mob after them, all which they have openly 
declared they do to defy and annoy the Protestant inha- 
bitants, and this he did even when | offered to go with 
him to a magistrate, and make affidavit that I wes con- 
fident it would lead to a breach of the peace, and even, I 
feared, to bloodshed. 

His refusal, of course, gave them nt to 
go on, and on last Saturday evening, between eight and 
nine o’elock, this same band, after stopping for some 
time at the end of the town, playing until they had 
collected a large mob from the country (which seemed 
to have been previously noticed to come in), proceeded 
marching up, playing and disturbing the town. At last 
a body of Protestants, feeling it was done to annoy and 
irritate them, rushed out of their houses, and called on 
the polise to stop the band and disperse the mob; but 
Sergeant Lynch refused to do so, and I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that had I not gone oat among the crowd, 
and by my presence restrained them, there would have 
been dreadtul work perpetrated.—I have the honour to

THE IRISH SOCIETY. 

Wiextow, Avoust 31.—The annual appeal in behalf 
of the Irish Society was made here to-day by the Rev.

He 
commenced by saying that the state of the society, and 
the success which had attended its efforts, called for 
deep gratitude to God. He mentioned having re. 
ceived a letter this morning from a missionary in the 
interior of China, setting out the progress the rebels 
were making, and giving an account of the way 
in which they were levelling the temples of the heathen 
gods. It appears that when they are about to throw 
one of them down, they all stand round it in a solemn 
manner, and lift up their voices in prayer to God to 
bless them in what they are going to do, and then they 
set about the work of demolition in the name of the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. He looked upon this 
strange movement as one of the instrumentalities which 
God was making use of in the world at the t 
time for the purpose of carrying out his plans of merey 
to man; and even though all the churches in the land 
were unfaithful, still God would carry out his plans. 
The rev gentleman then referred to the working of the 
Irish Society, remarking that it was largely blessed of 
God, and that he was still continuing to bless its efforts, 
It had at present 35 9teachers of various kinds giving 
instruction to the Irish speaking portion of our popa- 
lation. He pointed out the love and reverence which 
they entertained for their own language, and that as 
they had no literature of their own, no books in Irish to 
read in the evenings when they met together in the. 
south of Ireland in groups, they eagerly read the new 
Testament in Irish when it was given them Forty 
years ago, when the society commenced its labours, 
not one in twenty thousand could read the Irish lan 
guage, and therefore this portion of the community 


the grand desideratum, by giving this interesting 
class the Scriptures in their own language, and 
training up Irish speaking teachers to go amongst 
them. He said he had made a curious calcu- 
lation which was that every Irish speaking Roman 
Catholic, who had himself been supplied with a copy of 
the Scriptures, brought in the year at least fourteen 
others into contact with it, so that he estimated that in 
this way 110,000 were brought into contact with the 
Seriptures in the year—making the calculation from the 
number of copies distributed. The society had at pre- 
sent 7,500 pupils ander its instruction; but, as the re- 
turns only set out the number who actually came tor. 
ward to be inspected, he might say that number 
might safely be doubled so as to come at the real num- 
ber under instruction. The 7,500 were only those who 
came forward to be inspected, and there was, he 
might say, another 7,500 behind their backs who 
were not inspected, Kvery one of these was the 
ineans of bringing the Bible under the consideration 
of his neighbours, But every two years all the 
thousands who are on the books of the society are 

off atter passing the nvcessary inspections, and 

fresh thousands are put on, so that the amount ef good 
done was really incalcalable. He showed that there 
was a far greater knowledge of the Scriptures amongat 
the Irish speaking portion of the Roman Catholics than 
amongst the English speaking portion,” ‘The reason was 
this, because if you hand an English Bible to a Roman 
Catholic he won't take it, but will tell you that that’s 
“the Devil's book,” or Queen Hesses Book,” or 
“ Luther’s Book,” or something of this kind, whereas 
no Irish speaking Roman Catholic will refuse 
to accept the Bible in the Irish language. 
In one parish, where formerly there were only some 
ten or twelve converts, there were now four hundred, who 
were made by the process of sending the Irish Bible 
amongst them, and having a man to read to them. 
lle had known some Roman Catholic gentlemen 
who contributed to their society, a Mr. Barkett, 


for instance, of the county Galway, sends his to 
them, and he was always anxious fors ding ptu- 
ral knowledge amongst the e. Irish spenking 


Roman Catholics had so tus their hands stretched 
out to them to send them the Bible in their own lau- 
guage, in proof of this he need only mention the count 
of Donegal, a colony,” which alone would take up hal! 
the entire funds of the society, if its demands were fully 
met. The rev. gentlemen then proceeded to give an in- 
teresting account of his mission to 

He said he was asked by more than ove how it was 
that he should go over to them to collect tor his society 
trom the old country, where there was a church estab- 
lished by law—where there was vast ecclesiastical pro- 
perty —to come to them, who had to support their own 
churches wholly by their own subscriptions and pew 
payments. “I was embarrased ” said the speaker, “and 
ashamed to acknowledge that the church in the “ old 
country,” as a church. never did any one single thing 
to bring the blessing of the Gospel to the Roman Catho- 
lies of this country, or to send them the Bible in their 
own tongue.” The Americans wereamazed at this answer. 
We have already 70 associations established in 

so that in a few years ample funds are expected, In 
fact, five or six hundred pounds have been sent over 
already. The rev. speaker then gave an account of the 
way in which great numbers of the Irish emigrants are 
lost to the Church of Rome in America, while the chil- 
dren of the next generation are all absorbed into the 
Protestant denominations. The rev. gentleman con- 
cluded, after an address of two hours, which was listened 
to with much apparent pleasure. After the
